Washington, May 30.—A series of 
developments in both house and sen- 
ate have further complitated § the 
tangled situation in. congress, and 
new difficulties have been thrown in 
the way of adjournment on June 7, 
one week off, as planned by leaders. 


1. At a conference at the white 
house Friday, it was decided to make 
efforts to get naval increase legisla- 
tion through the senate this session. 

2. This led to notification from 
senate insurgents that they would 
hold up this legislation until farm 
relief has been voted. 

3. Meanwhile, action on the Me- 
Nary-Haugen agricultural bill in the 
house has been postroned until Tues- 
day, thereby causing more delay. 

Coolidge Holds Conference. 

President Coolidge and Assistant 
Secretary of the Navy Roosevelt con- 
ferred Friday with Senator Hale, of 
Maine; chairman of the naval affairs 
committee, and Senator Pepper, of 
Pennsylvania, regarding action in the 
senate on the bill passed by the house 
providing $150,000,000 for bringing 
the navy up to the treaty ratio. 

The naval affairs committee will 
meet Saturday to discuss this legisla- 
tion, and is .expected to report the 
measure to the senate early next 
week,. While Senator Hale would 
like to get action this  sessiom, the 
crowded calendar and the blockade by 
progressives threatens to prevent it. 

“We'll block this legislation and 
any other outside measures appropri- 
ating money until a farm relief bill 
has been jassed,” Senator Brookhart, 
of Iowa, temporary -leader of the in- 
surgents, declared. :

Washington, May 30.—Breaking 
openly with Senator Lodge on the 
world court issue, President Coolidge 
has demanded a straight-out accept- 
ance or rejection of the Harding- 
Hughes plan which the republican 
senators are attempting to replace 
with a patchwork compromise proposi- 
tion. 

Coolidge refuses to accept this com- 
promise and declares that the United 
States must either go into the exist- 
ing court and accept the duties ‘which 
such action would impose, or else keep 
out of the whole business.

Gettysburg, May 30.—(Special.)— 
William D. Upshaw, member of con- 
gress from the fifth Georgia district, 
today delivered the annual memoria 
diuy address here, under the auspices 
of the Gettysburg post, G. A. R. He 
is the first southerner to be accorded 
this honor. 


Opéning his speech, Upshaw drew | 
to the significance of his | 


attention 
presence there, as the guest of a post 
of the G. A. R., to deliver a memo- 
rial day address. “In other lands that 


have been torn by internal strife,” | 


suid Congressman Upshaw, “bitterness 
lives and blights for generations after 
the cannons have been spiked and the 
smoke of battle has cleared away; 
but here in our beloved country, we 
see the son of a Confederate soldier 
invited bya post of the Grand Army 
of the Republic to speak the messazce 
of fellowship on our national Memo- 
rial day.”’ 
Hatred Is Passed. 

Congressman Upshaw’s speech 
throughout was featured by this sen- 
timent. He drew a vivid picture of 
the nation reunited after its baptism 
cf blood in the sixties and told of in- 
cident after incident showing con- 
clusively that the old animosity, the 
hatred hetween the north and the 
scuth of fifty years ago, has forever 
passed, 

The speaker urged that the time 
has come when the federal government 
ought to include in its pension lists 
the few remaining veterans of the ar- 
mies of the Confederacy. 

“Not in mendicant supplication,” 
he said, “would such a governmentfa! 
recognition he aecepted, but simply 
and supremely as a token of the com- 
plete picture—the 100 per cent picture 
of perfect fellowshin hetween every 
citizen beneath the flag.

The margin of imports has reached a | 
half-billion yen since the first of the | 
year, and has been giving officials 
some worry.

Furthermore, it is added, even if 
adopted, the ban of luxuries will not 
be in any sense discriminatory, or 
connected even distantly with the 
American exclusion issue; the adop- 
tion will be due solely to the necessi- 
ties of the domestic economic situa- 
tion. 

Some papers, however, still insist 
that the move to restrict imports is 
a direct result of the American im- 
migration policy. 

Meetings Planned. 


The group of nationalistic publi- 
cists, headed by Shinkichi Uyesugi, 
professor of political science at the 
Imperial Tokio university, is  pro- 
moting a series of what they call 
“national spirit meetings” with the 
avowed purpose of arousing the na-

called for June 6, in the great wres- 
tling hall here, one of the largest meet- 
ing places in the city.

He 
spent considetable time in Japan in 
1920, making a number of public 
addresses and was well received. Ihe 
experience of Dr. Schurman at the 
Pekin legation has given him first- 
hand knowledge of the problems of 
the Far East which would be of ut- 
most value to him. In view of sll 
these circumstances and particularly} 
because he is already virtually on, 
the scene, the word from Tokio to- 
day caused little surprise despite cf- 
ficial reticence in Washington.

“I am perfectly willing for the state 
board of education te pass on my 
qualifieations for this work and on 
my record,” saya Mr. Hill. “*‘When 
the board met May 23, Mr. Ballard 
denied my right of appeal and did not 
give me a hearing. He then gave out 
an interview in which he stated that 
many of the negro schools are shacks 
and that a number of the negro teach- 
ers did not know their A B C's and 
implied that I was to blame for this 
2condifion. The injustice of this will 
be evident to all reasonable peorde. 

I have done more than anyone else 
in Georgia to change this unfortunate 
condition.” 

Mr. Hill also charges that it was

Statement of Hill. 


Mr. Hill's statement, in full, {1s as 


follows: 

In fairness to myself I feel called upon to 
make a statement regarding the charge 
that I am not qualified for the position 
of apecial supervisor of rural schools. My 
record in Georgia will speak for itself. 
The superintendente and members of schoo! 
hoards in Pelham, Swainsboro, Monticello, 
McDonough, Wrightaville, Adel, and many 
other places in Georgia know what my 
work has meant to the negro schools in 
thoeee towne.

It was on account of the fact that I

The Milwankee declaration was jn- 
troduced by the Rey. B. F. Fellman. 
of Oregon. 

A, report of the board ‘of education 
was adopted as submitted. Among 
other things listed in the report, a 
huge increase was shown in student 
enrollment at Baptist educational in- 
stitutions, in property and in endow- 
ment during the last ten years. FEn- 
rollment increased from 19,000 to 
34,000: property value from $27.- 
000,000 to $48,000,000 and endow- 
ment from $38,000,000 to $75,000.- 
000 in the ten-year period. 

The report shows that the Baptist 
denomination controls 29 colleges, 19 
academies and 16 seminaries. 
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Would Change Reading Course. 

Dr. W. B. Riley, Minneapolis, 
asked the adoption of an alternate 
reading course for young ministers, 
declaring that the present course 
makes the reading of the books com- 
pulsory and many ministers object to 
the reading of liberal] literature of 
the church. Dr. C. A. Barbour, New 
York, suggested the matter be re- 
ferred to the resolutions committee 
for the purpose of drafting a resolu- 
tion on the point.

Millerand is growing stronger. The 
opposition is based on M. Millerand’s 


past actions, when he interfered in 
the political situation in favor of the 
bloc national. In France the presi- 
dent is required to remain neutral in 
politics by placing himself above party 
considerations. This, the members of 
the left charge, bas been Millerand’s 
unpardonable crime. Leaders could 
force the president to resign by re- 
fusing to form a cabinet. This was 
done in the case of President Jules 
Grevy in 1887. But already there is 
the slightest indication of a break in 
the ranks of the lefters, who were 80 
solid in their opposition to M. Poin- 
care. It is said in Paris that M. 
Herriot has been to the Elysee to 
see M. Millerand and that they have 
reached an agreement. And _that 
agreement is Herriot, prime minister, 
and Millegand to continue as presi- 
dent of the republic,

of writings has again been brought to

Church of England. The church has 
the box in its vaults somewhere, but 
the venerable clergymen® have per- 
sistently refused during the past 100 
years to examine the contents.

A HOMEOPATHIC WAY TO 
REDUCE. | 
In reply to a perennial query which 
I am glad to note is becoming rarer 
every year, I am not an alloputh. 
There is no such school of practice 
and there never has been, Now, wait. 


I do not deny that many doctors have 
been dubbed “allopaths’’ by colleagues 
who had wandered off the regular 
road onto other “paths.” Look in 
the dictionary and see what allopathy 
means and who invented the epithet 
and why. Then you will understand 
that I merely state a fact when I say 
there is uo allopathic “achooi” and 
never has been. 

Neither do I profess affiliation 
with the homeopathic school of prac- 
tice, though if I had to restrict my- 
seit to « particular path 1 chink I'd 
mike a pretty fair homeopath, at 
that, as homeopaths go. At any rate, 
modern medicine owes some of the 
most valuable methods in treatment 
the elementary 
principle of homeopathy. ‘The now 
well tried and generally effective 
method of immunizing sensitive in- 
dividudls against ivy poisoning by 
internally administering to them 
homeopathic doses of poison ivy daily 
over a period of a few weeks at the 
beginning of the season is one in- 
stance. Even more striking is the 
remarkably prompt relief and cure of 
the skin inflammation present in that 
condition by a daily hydopermic or 
rather intramuscular injection of. a 
drop or two of the bomeopathic “third 
dilution” of rhus_ toxicodendron 
(poison ivy). This treatment usually 
brings relief to the intense itching in 
twenty-fovr hours and the skin in- 
flammation subsides within a few 
days, one or two hypodermic doses 
being sufficient. The method has 
been rediscovered by one or two emi- 
nent pirates of the regular profession 
in recent years, modified just enough 
to disguise the origin, and offered as 
something original, but in truth it is 
homeopathic. 

Now I have a suggestion for a rap- 


‘idly growing class of people who have 


heretofore sought help for sympathy 
from me in vain. 1 refer to the 
plump young ones. I have consistent- 
ly and persistently declined to tell 
fat young people how to reduce. It 
has always seemed to me unwise for 
a fat person under the age of nine- 
teen years to attempt any kind of re- 
duction regimen unless by and under 
the direction of his or her own physi- 
cian, for I have an idea that indis- 
creet or over-enthusiastic efforts in 
that direction are likely to interfere 
seriously with normal growth and 
development. But here is my sugges- 
tion and I offer it only after careful 
experimentation to satisfy myself that 
it conforms to the motto of this de- 
partment, which is Do Good If You 
Can But Do No Harm, ascribed to 
Hippokrates, who was a wise old doc- 
tor in spite of all his funny ideas. 
This suggestion I am going to offer 
is homeopathic, too. A hair of the 
dog that bites you. Similia similibus 
curantus—like cures like. 

Very good, sir, as the butler says. 
Why are so many nice young people 
so fat? Not why are so many fat 
young people nice—that is self-evi- 
dent. They're fat because they (a) 
eat too much and (b) exercise too 
little to burn the excess fuel. The 
main class of food in which they over- 
indulge is carbohydrates, and partic- 
ularly sweets, ice cream phantasies, 
cakes, candies ’n’everything good. I 
suggest that they keep a bit of candy 
on hand and nibble a wee bit of it 
regularly about half an hour before 
meal time. This will take the edge 
off the appetite and lead to the con- 
sumption of less food at the meals. 
This will help reduetion, provided 
the young person is not downright 
lazv about getting enough exercise.

Mechanical vs. Chemical Shave, 

Is it harmful to shave under one’s 
arms? I have heard that’ it causes 
abscesses. Please let me know 
whether the use of a depilatory pow- 
der, then scraping off with dull side 
of knife is less harmful than shaving.

A. Shaving in the ordinary way is 
always less irritating than chemical 
shaving. A small safety razor is 
especially made for the purpose. 
Shaving with the razor probably does 
increase the liability to infection and 
abscess in the armpit. The irritation 
commonly caused by depilatory pre- 
parations is much more likely to in- 
duce ‘abscess. 

diastric Crisis. 

My husband, aged 54, has suffered 
several spells of voming lasting four 
or five days. The doctor called the 
apells gastric crises. His blood test 
is “syphilitic four plus.” Please ex- 
plain gastric crises—Mrs, H, A. R. 

A. A gastric crises is a sudden 
spasmodic caimp or pain or vomiting 
which often occurs in locomotor 
ataxia. ‘The mechanism or explana- 
tion for its sudden.onset and relief 
after hours or days is not clear. 

Olive Oil vs. Animal Fats. 

Is it healthful or fry in olive oil 
instead of the ordinary fats? We 
prefer the olive oil, for we find the 
use of other fats very constipating.—

A. I'd 1ather fry in cold cream if 
T had to do it. Olive oil is just as 
wholesome and nutritious as the other 
fats used for cooking.

Georgia Industrial Bureau 
Announces Full Support 
| Of a Highway Bond Issue 


Editor Constitution: In line with its 
program announced last -March, the Geor- 
gia industrial bureau, having determined 
upon the necessity of encouraging the fun- 
damentals of progress as the basis of stim- 
ulating industrial growth within the state, 
has determined upon a_ well-constructed 
highway system and enlarged state educa- 
tional facilities as the two 
stones upon which this work should rest. 

The first step in this program should 
be the securing of an adequate and sound 
highway system. “These roads should be 
built with the least possible delay. 

To provide a proper state system of paved 
roads will take 
such federal aid as can be obtained, which 
now amounts to about $2,000,000 a year. 

The main road system as outlined, 
veyed and ready for construction by 
state highway commission takes 
miles coverimg the state from county seat 
to county seat. It reaches within 


the 


population, 
te as a ‘“‘farm to market’’ system because 


of the readiness and cheapness that farm 


ptoducts could be carried to many markets. 
Georgia should be paved now! 
Those who use the roads can best 

ford to pave them—and 

them now without the benefits of paving. 


The three-cent. gas tax now collected by 


the state would, if capitalized, pay off a 
bond issue of $70,000,000 in 30 years, tak- 
ing care of all interest and sinking fund 
requirements, and provide some surplus dcur- 
ing that time for the building of additional 
auxiliary county roads to the state sys- 
tem. 

This tax is not now received by the 
highway department, but is split, ome cent 
to the counties, one cent to the highway 
department, and one cent to retire the 
W. & A. rental loan. 
paid in another year, 
department will 
the thiree-cent gas tax. Even this will only 
give them about $2,000,000 a year, and 
even with federal aid will require a quar 
ter of a cenutry to complete the system. 

The only change necessary in existing 
conditions would be to allot the one cent 
now going to the counties to the state 
highway department. It is proposed that 
the counties shall not lose this cent, but 
that it first be spent on the state system 
in each county, and then on the other 
county roads. 

Maintenance of roads will as now con- 
tinue to be taken from the tag tax, which 
will not be raised. It is estimated, in 
fact, that the decreased cost of mainte- 
nance due to having paved roads insteac 
of the present unpaved system will amount 
to more than a million dollars a year, and 
during the life of the bonds will provide 
an actual saving of not less than §25,000,- 
000 that can be spent in additional con- 
struction instead of being wasted in matn- 
tenance of temporary roads, 

Under this plan, in less than 10 years’ 
time the state system will be paved, .end 
work commenced on many of the smaller 
roads that otherwise would not be reached 
in 30 or 40 years. Tremendous savings In 
the actual cost of upkeep and operation 
of every automobile or tfuck in the state 
will result with a saving of not less than 
$200 a year in mohey for each car owned. 
Those wno pay for the roads can use them 
while paying for them, and get the dene 
fits of them during their own lifetime. 
Farmers will have new markets opened up 
to them. And no additional taxes will 
have to be levied for this purpose, 

Every cent of the bond issue will he 
used for actual construction, Maintenance 
comes out-of the tag tax—and these will 
be well kept, hard-surfaced roads that will 
last forever!

The Boll Weevil and the 
Calcium Arsenate Supply 


Editor Constitution: 
interest your editorial 
**‘Weevils Are Out.’ Most of the octton belt 
papers seem to be afraid to mention the 
weevil or to advocate the control of this 
pest, possibly for fear that it might be 
considered bad advertising for the locality 
in which they are printed, but I am happy 
to see that your paper, as usual, grasps the 
nettle instead of trying to brush it aside. 

Georgia, largely through your influence, 
has made a more consistent fight against 
weevil damage than any of the other cotton 
states, and I have no doubt that more cal- 
cium arsenate has been distributed in Geor- 
gia than in any one of the other localities 
where the weevil infestation has become 
serious; however, the conditions which have 
arisen in the arsenic and calcium arsenate

clal warning at this time. 

In common with the American people in 
general, the southern people are following 
a practice of buying only as they need any 
material, and this practice, carried into the 
purchase of calcium arsenate, has caused a 
slowing down of the manufacture of that 
commodity, which ix turn has curtailed pro- 
duction of white arsenic and will eventual- 
ly bring about an acute scarcity during the 
season of dusting. 

Montana, as a mining state, is one of the 
principal producers of white arsenic in con- 
nection with the mining of copper, lead and 
gold ores. In the two concerns which are 
extracting and preparing white arsenic for 
market production can be slowed down or 
suspended for several months without any 
great inconvemence to the organizations. 

A carload of white arsenic leaving one of 
these Montana points for an eastern or 
southern insecticide plant would require 
from four to six weeks for transportation, 
manufacture into calcium arsenate and de- 
livery to a southern distributing point. This 
condition makes it imperative that any 
arsenate which is required for July dusting 
should be ordered at onve and it would be 
& part of prudence to hare al! supplies for 
later dusting ordered before the 20th of 
June, otherwise the insecticide factories wii! 
close down at an early date (one of them, 
the Dow factory, at Midland, Mich., has 
already suspended operations) and the net 
result will be that at the height of the 
dusting season there will be no calcium 
arsenate available. 

The situation abore outlined seems so ex- 
tremely serious in view of the reports of 
boll weevil emergencies which are coming 
from southern Texas, Alexandria, La., and 
your Own area that it behooves the leaders 
of the people in the entire cotton growing 
area to sound a note of warning and alarm 
regarding the matter. 

I spent several weeks in May and June 
of last year in your city of Atlanta and 
was very much impressed by the way in 
which your people took hold of things and 
the leadership which the city had secured

What effect, if any, on the con- 
servation of ice in transit would re- 
sult if the tops of ice wagons were 
painted with aluminum?

A HOMEOPATHIC WAY TO 
REDUCE. . 
In reply to a perennial query which 
I am glad to note is becoming rarer 
every year, I am not an allopath. 
There is no such school of practice 
and there never has been, Now, wait. 


I do not deny that many doctors have 
been dubbed “allopaths’”’ by colleagues 
who had wandered ‘the regular 
road onto other “paths.” Look in 
the dictionary and see what allopathy 
means and who invented the epithet 
and why. Then you will umndlerstand 
that 1 merely state a fact when I say 
there is uo allopathic “school” and 
never has been. 

Neither do I profess affiliation 
with the homeopathic school of prac- 
tice, though if I had to restrict my- 
seit to « particular path 1 chink I'd 
mike a pretty fair homeopath, at 
that, as homeopaths go. At any rate, 
modern medicine owes some of the 
most valuable methods in treatment 
and prevention to the elementary 
principle of homeopathy. ‘The now 
well tried and generally effective 
method of immunizing sensitive in- 
dividudils against ivy poisoning by 
internally administering to them 
homeopathic doses of poison ivy daily 
over a period of a few weeks at the 
beginning of the season is one in- 
stance. Even more striking is the 
remarkably prompt relief and cure of 
the skin inflammation present in that 
condition by a daily hydopermic or 
rather intramuscular injection of a 
drop or two of the bomeopathiec “third 
dilution” of rhus_ toxicodendron 
(poison ivy). This treatment usually 
brings relief to the intense itching in 
twenty-fovr hours and the skin in- 
flammation subsides within . few 
days, one or two hypodermic doses 
being sufficient. The method has 
been rediscovered by one or two emi- 
nent pirates of the regular profession 
in recent years, modified just enough 
to disguise the origin, and offered as 
something original, but in truth it is 
homeopathic. 

Now I have a suggestion for a rap- 
idly growing class of people who have 
heretofore sought help for sympathy 
from me in vain. I refer to the 
plump young ones. I have consistent- 
ly and persistently declined to tell 
fat young people how to reduce. It 
has always seemed to me unwise for 
a fat person under the age of nine- 
teen years to attempt any kind of re- 
duction regimen unless by and under 
the direction of his or her own physi- 
cian, for I have an idea that indis- 
creet or over-enthusiastic efforts in 
that direction are likely to interfere 
seriously with normal growth and 
development. But here is my sugges- 
tion and I offer it only after careful 
experimentation to satisfy myself that 


{it conforms to the motto of this de- 


partment, which is Do Good If You 
Can But Do No Harm, ascribed to 
Hippokrates, who was a wise old doc- 
tor in spite of all his funny ideas. 
This suggestion I am going to offer 
is homeopathic, too. A hair of the 
dog that bites you. Similia similibus 
curantus—like cures like. 

Very good, sir, as the butler says. 
Why are so many nice young people 
so fat? Not why are so many fat 
young people nice—that is self-evi- 
ent. They're fat because they (a) 
eat too much and (b) exercise too 
little to burn the excess fuel. The 
main class of food in which they over- 
indulge is carbohydrates, and partic- 
ularly sweets, ice cream phantasies, 
cakes, candies ’n’everything good. 
suggest that they keep a bit of candy 
on hand and nibble a wee bit of it 
regularly about half an hour before 
meal time. This will take the edge 
off the appetite and lead to the con- 
sumption of less food at the meals. 
This will help reduction, provided 
the young person is not downright 
lazv anhout getting enough exercise.

Mechanical vs. Chemical Shave, 

Is it harmful to shave under one’s 
arms? I have heard that’ it causes 
abscesses. Please let me know 
whether the use of a depilatory pow- 
der, then scraping off with dull side 
of knife is less harmful than shaving.

A. Shaving in the ordinary way is 
always less irritating than chemical 
shaving. small safety razor is 
especially made for the purpose. 
Shaving with the razor probably does 
increase the liability to infection and 
abscess in the armpit. The irritation 
commonly caused by depilatory pre- 
parations is much more likely to in- 
duce ‘abscess. 

Gastric Crisis. 

My husband, aged 54, has suffered 
several spells of voming lasting four 
er five days. The doctor called the 
apells gastric crises. His blood test 
is “syphilitic four plus.” Please ex- 
plain gastric crises—Mrs, H. A. R. 

A. A gastric crises is a sudden 
spasmodic caimp or pain or vomiting 
which often occurs in locomotor 
ataxia. The mechanism or explana- 
tion for its sudden.onset and relief 
after hours or days is not clear. 

Olive Oil vs. Animal Fats. 

Is it healthful or fry in olive oil 
instead of the ordinary fats? We 
prefer the olive oil, for we find the 
use of other fats very constipating.—

A. I'd 1ather fry in cold cream if 
T had to do it. Olive oil is just as 
wholesome and nutritious as the other 
fats used for cooking.

Georgia Industrial Bureau 
Announces Full Support 
| Of a Highway Bond Issue 


Editor Constitution: In line with its 
program announced last -March, the Geor- 
gia industrial bureau, having determined 
upon the necessity of encouraging the fun- 
damentals of progress as the basis of stim- 
ulating industrial growth within the state, 
has determined upon a _ well-constructed 
highway system and enlarged state educa- 
tional facilities as the two foundation 
stones upon which this work should rest. 

The first step in this program should 
be the securing of an adequate and sound 
highway system. “These roads should be 
built with the least possible delay. 

To provide a proper state system of paved 
roads will take about $70,000,000, plus 
such federal aid as can be obtained, which 
now amounts to about $2,000,000 a year. 

The main road system as outlined, sur- 
veyed and ready for construction by the 
state highway commission takes in 6,000 
miles coverimg the state from county seat 
to county seat. It reaches within five 
miles of nearly 85 per cent of the state's 
population, and has often been referred 
te as a “‘farm to market’’ system because 
of the readiness and cheapness that farm 
products could be carried to many markets. 

Georgia should be paved now! 

Those who use the roads can best af- 
ford to pave them—and are paying for 
them now without the benefits of paving. 

The three-cent. gas tax now collected by 
the state would, if capitalized, pay off a 
bond issue of $70,000,000 in 30 years, tak- 
ing care of all interest and sinking fnnd 
requirements, and provide some surplus cur- 
ing that time for the building of additional 
auxiliary county roads to the state sys- 
tem. 

This tax is not now received by the 
highway department, but is split, one cent 


to the counties, one cent to the highway, 


department, and one cent to retire the 
WwW. & A. rental loan. This loan will be 
paid in another year, and the highway 
department will then have two cents of 
the three-cent gas tax. Even this will only 
give them about $2,000,000 a year, and 
even with federal aid will require a quar 
ter of a cenutry to complete the system. 

The only change necessary in existing 
conditions would be to allot the one cent 
now going to the counties to the state 
highway department. It is proposed that 
the counties shall not lose this cent, but 
that it first be spent on the state system 
in each county, and then on the other 
county roads. 

Maintenance of roads will as now con- 
tinue to be taken from the tag tax, which 
will not be raised. It is estimated, in 
fact, that the decreased cost of mainte- 
nance due to having paved roads insteac 
of the present unpaved system will amount 
to more than a million dollars a year, and 
during the life of the bonds will provide 
an actual saving of not less than §25,000,- 
000 that can be spent in additional con- 
struction instead of being wasted in main- 
tenance of temporary roads. 

Under this plan, in less than 10 years’ 
time the state system will be paved, .end 
work commenced on many of the smaiier 
roads that otherwise would not be reached 
in 30 or 40 years. Tremendous savings In 
the actual cost of upkeep and operation 
of every automobile or tfuck in the state 
will result with a saving of not less than 


$200 a year in mohey for each car owned. ; 


Those who pay for the roads can use them 
while paying for them, and get the dene 
fits of them during their own lifetime.

The Boll Weevil and the 
Calcium Arsenate Supply 


Editor Constitution: I read with great 
interest your editorial of May 20 headed 
*“*Weevils Are Out.’? Most of the octton belt 
papers seem to be afraid to mention the 
weevil or to advocate the control of this 
peat, possibly for fear that it might be 
considered bad advertising for the locality 
in which they are printed, but I am happy 
to see that your paper, as usual, grasps the 
nettle instead of trying to brush it aside. 

Georgia, largely through your influence, 
has made a more consistent fight against 
weevil damage than any of the other cotton 
states, and I have no doubt that more cal- 
cium arsenate has been distributed in Geor- 
gia than in any one of the other localities 
where the weevil infestation has become 
serious; however, the conditions which have 
arisen in the arsenic and calcium arsenate 


cial warning at this time. 

In common with the American people in 
general, the southern people are following 
& practice of buying only as they need any 
material, and this practice, carried into the 
purchase of calcium arsenate, has caused a 
slowing down of the manufacture of that 
commodity, which im turn has curtailed pro- 
duction of white arsenic and will eventual- 
ly bring about an acute scarcity during the 
season of dusting.

} Manufacture into calcium arsenate and de- 
livery to a southern distributing point. This 
condition makes it imperative that any 
arsenate which is required for July dusting 
ehould be ordered at onve and it would be 
& part of prudence to hare al! supplies for 
later dusting ordered before the 20th of 
June, otherwise the insecticide factories wiil 
close down at an early date (one of them, 
the Dow factory, at Midiand, Mich., has 
already suspended operations) and the net 
result will be that at the height of the 
dusting season there will be no calcium 
arsenate available.

Once, when he had wan- 
dered a bit from his narrative, be 
apologized, saying: “I am aé 4gar- 
rulous old man and like many preach- 
ers I get far away from my text.”

'He told of ser¥ice as a missionary 
about Gallion, Ohio, his successive of-

Mr. Sharts brought out that when 
tishop Brown went to Arkansas 
there were only a dozen parishes ‘n 
the diocese and that 49 churches and 
24 rectories had been built during his 
term. Asked why he resigned. Bishop

Resigned to Get Rest. 
| “Arkansas was a very hard diocese. 
It involved a great deal of travelinz 
and the climat2? was bad. I contract. 
ed nervous dyspepsia and was ordered 
to rest for two years.” 

It was during this two rears, he 
said, that he became a prey to the 
doubts which finally led him to his 
present mode of thought. 

Previously he had, at the instance 
of Bishop Leonard, present lead of 
the diocese, lectured at Keryon ec>)l-

Got “In Bad” On Belief. 

“I received hundreds of compli- 
ments on this,” said the bishop, “and 
the book ran through 19 editions, Oh. 
I was thoroughly orthodox in those 
days.” 

In Arkansas he found he could do 
nothing for the negroes. So he said 
he evolved the idea of racial bishovs, 
proposing that each southern diocese 


have a white and a negro bishop and 
that in such centers as New York 
there be a dozen bishops :f need be to 
minister to the different nationalities. 


“That got me in pretty bed,” said 
Bishop Brown. “In Boston, they 
nearly herded me out of the city and 
in New York the editor of a church 
paper started a movement to have we 
tried right away; but Bishop Potter, 
who had a way with him, went to the 
editor and told him to let up.” 

Would Learn All Churches 


Bishop Brown said he next evolved 
his “level plan for church union.” 
In’ it he suggested that while he cen- 
sidered the Episcopal church ‘he best, 
he thought ‘that as there was only 
one Christianity, no one church cowd 
claim a greater measure of divine 
origin than others. 

“I thought we ought to get together 
and let the leaven of Christianity 
leaven the whole lump, thus giving us 
a truly universal church,” he said. 

“But bishops and other churchmen 
began writing me and condemnirg 
me. That disturbed me but I eam 
Scotch-Irish and wouldn't give up, 80 
I began studying.” 

Changed Completely. 

He said one of his physicians asked 
him to read Darwin, which he did. 
“I had preached against Darwin, but 
never read him,” said Bishop Brown. 
“But in that I was like many preach- 
ers.. Most of them think they know 
it all when they leave the seminary.” 

From Darwin the bishop went 
through Spencer and Haeckel and 
found he “was all wrong.” 

‘I saw,” he explained, “that Dar- 
winism had drawn a line in history. 
Before him was the age of the super- 
natural. Since then has come the age 
of naturalistic science and there is no 
possible way of bringing the old 
world into the new.” rs 

The bishop said he tried to concil- 
inte orthodoxy with his new beliefs, 
appealing for help to churchmen 1n 
many denominations, but without ef- 
fect. 

Studied Astronomy. 

“Then I began the study of astron- | 
omy and it upset my orthodoxy com- 
wetely,” he said. “I found that the 
‘‘irmament’ of the Bible was but the 
reflection of sunlight on the dust in 
the air. I found there was no place 
for the New Jerusalem unless it was 
placed so far away that it would take 
millions of years to reach it, even if 
one traveled through space with light 
a* 187.000 miles a second. Neither 
eould IT figure how, I could carry my 
patural body on this very long journey 
through a temperature of 240 degrees 
below freezing. So I had to give up. 

“One of the bishons of the church 
reproved me at this stage for not 
kpowing the Einstein theory, eo I 
eould go somewhere without getting 
anvwhere.”’ 

When the World war broke ont. 
Bishon Brown said, he was grieved 
to find every bishop in the church in 
favor of it.

Betting Even on Popular 


Decision for

Michigan City, Ind., May 30.—(By 
the Associated Press.)—This thriving 
little city set among the Indiana 
(lunes is packed tonight to the burst- 
ing point with boxing fans flocking 
here to see the 10-round international 
contest tomorrow between Georges 
Carpentier, of France, and Tom Gib- 
bons, of St. Paul, the challenger for 
the world’s heavyweight champion- 
ship. The main bout will start about 
4 o'clock, central standard time. 

Tonight the betting odds are even 
money* that Gibbons wins the popular 
decision, provided the contest goes the 
limit, and the same price prevails on 
the chances of either Gibbons or Car- 
pentier to win with a knockout. With 
cool and clear weather prevailing and 
the weather bureau predicting clear 
and cool tomorrow, every prospect is 
that the match will draw a record 
gate of $250,000 to $300,000 for a 
contest in which no title is involved. 

Between 25.000 and 30,000. specta- 
tors are expected to jam into the sky- 
bine arena, a mile to the east from 
the center of town. 

Special trains will br@g thousands 
of fans from Chicago. All northern, 
Indiana and southern Michigan 
seemed to he moving toward this city 
tonight. The 56-mile paved highway 
to Chicago was crowded with auto- 
mobiles. Every hotel in town is 
filled to the limit and those in near- 
by cities for 50 miles around were 
loaded with the overflow. 

With the training grind finished, 
Carpentier and Gibbons, quartered in 
cottages a few miles apart on the 
lake shore, spent a quiet day.

Gibbons, if he carries out his pre- 
battle plans, will make it an aggres- 
rive fight from the start, feeling out 
his French foe in the first round 
The St. Paul boxer is a dangerous 
hitter with the left hand, a master of 
boxing skill and perhaps one of the 
best infighters in the heavyweight 
division. His flashy left hand car- 
ries a knockout either to the body 
or delivered io the chin. 

Carpentier always carries the bat- 
tle to his opponent, depending upon 
his famous right to crash over the 
finishing blow. He undoubtedly will 
crowd into Gibbons in the same ag- 
gressive way he fought Dempsey be- 
cause he knows no other style. 

Long Fight Gibbons’ Ho.pe. 

_ The critics seem to be of the opin- 
ion that unless he lands a finishing 
blew in the first five rounds, Gib- 
bons will wear him down with body 
punches and pick him to pieces at 
long range instead of attempting to 
tangle up at close quarters, (Car. 
pentier, the critics point out, has 
never won a long fight against a 
formidable fue, and has scored the 
majority of his knockouts quickly, 
always by whipping over his famous 
right which travels to its target with 
lightning speed. 

With the price of tickets rangin= 
from $5 to $25, indications were to- 
night, according to promoters, that 
the gate receipts will hit the $300,000 
mark as the advance sale has been 


heavy. 

If the gate receipts reach $300,000. 
Gibbons will receive $90,000, the 
kreatest purse in his sixteen years of 
ring campaigning. The announcement 
was made that he already has been 
paid $46,000 as his 30 per cent of the 
advance sale up to yesterday morning. 

Gibbons, who did not receive a cent 
fcr boxing Dempsey last July 4, never 
has had an opportunity to draw down 
extra large purses. The highest 
amount he ever received for one con- 
test was $12.500. when he defeated 
Harry Greb in their match in New 
York.

from the council of ambassadors. sent ' 


to Berlin from Paris today. 

The ambassadors’ communication 
was in reply to the German note of 
March 31, in which the Berlin gov- 
erninent maintained that it was time 
for the League of Nations tv take 
over the supervision. The ambassa- 
dors’ note reaffirms the contention 
that it is thé iegel right of the allies 
to decide for themselves when the 
time bas arrived for transferring the 
duty of controlling German arma- 
ments to the league after the time 
limit clauses bave been executed. 

Condition Not Yet Fulfilled, 


“It would be hardly pussible 
ecntend that this condition is 
f:lled today,” the note adds. 

The allies propose to end the mili- 
tary control as suuon as possible, says 
the note, which urges acceptance of 
the general inspection contemplated 
by the allied note of March 5, which 
would consist ot a series of visits. 
This inspection, in the view of the 
adlied governments, could he com- 
peted within 3 or 4 months if it 
met with no opstructions and if nwo 
grave infraction of the treaty’s 
civuses were discovered. 

Replying to the German claim that 
the allies theniselves had recognized 
that apart frow five specified cate- 
gories Germany bas fulfilled her dis- 
armament obligations, the ambassa 
dors’ note says the allied govern 
nents never eyvpressed such opin- 
ions. It pointa out that in the 
British house o° commons the British 
government made certain declarations 
relative to German disarmament, but 
that these declarations were not in- 
tended to imply that Germany had 
fulfilled her obligations: they merely 
indicated that certain clauses at one 
time appeared to them to have been 
eliectively carried ont.

LATIMER OFFERS < 
JUDICIARY AMENDMENT. 

Declaring that the election of judges 
by popular vote is “absolutely and fun- 
damentally wrong,’ W. Carroll Lat- 
imer read to the convention of the as- 
sociation a proposed amendment to its 
constitution, by which lawyers of the 
state would secure a stronger voice in 
the selection of the judiciary. 

Mr. Latimer is chairman of 4 spe- 
cial committee of the association which 
vas appointed to discuss the ques- 
tion, “In what way can the bar as- 
scciation assist in the selection of can- 
didates for judicial office?’ His pro- 
posed amendment came in the nature 
of a report covering the conclusions of 
\tbhat committee, 

¢ Suggest Committee. 

Briefly, the proposed plan would 
involve the appointment of a com- 
mittee of ten members of the associa- 
tion, who shall examine into and re- 
port on the fitness of all candidates 
tor judicial office and shall also care- 
fully observe the administration of 
ecch judge of the courts of record in 
the state. Then, when a judge was to 
be chosen, either by popular election 


or by appointment, this «<ommittee 
would take whatever action seemed 
advisable to secure the nomination and 
election of candidates possessing the 
highest qualifications for judicial of- 
ice, 
| The amendment also provides for 
the taking of a iallot of all members 
ot the bar in the state, including both 
those Who are members of the bar as- 
sociation and non-members, which bal- 
lots are to be counted and the support 
of the state bar given to the candi- 
date who receives the highest number 
of votes. The vote cast by any law- 
ver is to be kept secret and after all 
use for the batiots has passed they 
are to be destroyed. 
Elect est Man. 

Ry this means, Mr. Latimer he- 
lieves that the practice now prevalent 
among candidates for places on the 
bench, of getting lawyers to sign en- 
dorsements of tneir candidacy, would 
he done away with and the weight of 
the indorsement of the entire state 
bar would be thrown to the candidate 
best qualified for the office. 

“The primary system as now ex- 
isting in Georgia nas put the elec- 
tion of judges squarely in politics,” 
Mr. Latimer said. “Under this sye- 
tem candidates for judicial office are 
self-selected, and frequently we do not 
have an opportunity. to vote for the 
hest suited and most available per- 
song for the office. It frequently oc- 
curs that those members of the bar 
best suited for judicial office and best 
qualified by temperament, experience 
and learning witl not enter into a 
contest for the office. They are un- 
willing to put themselves on the auc- 
tion block for sale to the voters. 

Bar Owes Duty. 

“The self-seeker, the self-advertiser. 
the man who wiil go around flaunting 
hig good fellowskip and his personal 
popularity in the solicitipg of votes 


iand then offering himself in the rough 


and tumble of delate, or as a common 
spellbinder at ypublie gatherings, is 
seldom, if ever, qualified by charae- 
fer, temperament or learning for ju- 
dicial office.” 

Pointing out the need for judges 
vith a thorough learning in the law, 
Mr. Latimer stated that “a judge 
who possesses a mere smattering of 
the law is most dangerous in any 
community, 

“The bar owes a duty to the public 
which it should discharge and which 
it is not discharging under our pres- 
ent system. We as lawyers know 
ihe qualifications and fitness of those 
who seek judicial wffice and it is 
our duty to covrselvyes and to our 
profession to speak wunitedly upon 
the qualifications and fitness of every 
judicial candidate, 

To Furnish Facts. 

_ “It is our duty to furnish the vot: 
ing public with such information and 
fcets as will enable them to intelli- 
gently select the judges, and unless 
we as lawyers are willing to face 
this duty and meet it as we should, 
the standard of cur judiciary is going 
ty be lowered from year to year, and 
the barriers of protection through the 
courts which the people now have 
are going to be weakened and lowered 
until society itself may become im- 
periled. If we will join unitedly in a 
firm, fixed determination to use our 
Strength in the selection 

judicial candidates we will 
strengthen our institutions, our courts 
and the usefulness of our profession.” 

Examine Candidates, 

The proposed amendment to 
constitution of the association 
ctudes the following provisions: 

“The president shall appoint a com- 
mittee of judiciai candidates, which 
el.all consist of 10 members who shall 
hold office for fuur years, and whose 
duty it shall pe to examine into and 
report upon the fitness of candidates 
for judicial office; to observe the 
manner in whieh each judge of the 
courts of record in this state admin- 
isters his oftice; and prior to the 
expiration of his term to advise mem- 
Lers of the bar whether he shoud Be 
continued in office; and to take such 
action as it may see fit to secure 
the nomination and election of candi- 
dates possessing the highest qualifi- 
cations for judicial offices. 

“The committee on judicial candi- 
dates shall mect at the call of the 
chairman prior to the date of the 
primary for nominationg and prior to 
“ppoiftment of any person as a judge 
of any appellate or superior court of 
this state. Where the vacancy is on 
the circuit bench, the chairman shall 
invite a like coinmittee of the local 
bar associations of this state to join 
in the deliberations. The committee 
or the joint organization shall deter- 
mine the advisability of making ree- 
ommendations to the appointing 
power or to the voters in a particular 
election as to the fitness of judicial 
cendidates. Such organization may 
also consider meins of securing met 
or proper qualifications as candidates 
for such office.” 

POPULAR ELECTION 
SCORED BY SNOW. 

The election of judges by the people 
“has a tendency to remove the blind- 
fold from the goddess of justice and 
to warp the scales in her hands by 
the pressure of political expediency,” 
Russell Snow, of Quitman, told dele- 
gates to the annual convention. 

Mr. Snow's statement was made in 
advocating an amendment to the con- 
stitution of the association, intro- 
duced by W. Carrol) Latimer, of At- 
lanta, chairman of a special commit- 
tee appointed to discuss the question, 
“In what way can the bar assist in 
the selection of candidates for judicial 
office?” 

In recommending the proposed

HINKS EKULUOGIZES 

HERSCHEL JUMNBON. 

Associate Justice James K. Hines, 
of the Georgia supreme court, read a 
biographical sketch of Herschel Ves- 
pasian Johnson, ante-bellum jurist, 
governor, congressman and United 
States senator from Georgia. 

Kulogizing Johnsen as an “able and 
learned lawyer,” Justice Hines assert- 
ed that he was “grounded in the prin- 
ciples upon which the law rests. . He 
was a profoutid student of govern- 
ment. He believed in the capacity of 
the people for self-government, if they 
wre enlightened by education and 
guided by religion.” 

Justice Hines’ sketch, which em- 
braced the life of Johnson from the 
date of his birth in 1812 until the 
time of* his death, August 16, 1880, 
centained numerous excerpts from an 
unpublished autobiography written by 
the former Georgia statesman, and re- 
luted Johnson’s early schooling in the 
paney woods of Burke county; of his 
matriculation and graduation from the 
University of Georgia; his subsequent 
admission to the bur, and dealt at 
length with his numerons political ac- 
'complishments during the dark period 
ot before-the-war days. 

In speaking of Johnson's death. 
Justice Hines said: “The storms of 
life were over; and he met the ter- 
rors of the future, if such terrors 
there be, without fear and without 
trembling.” 


SELF-SELECTION 
GREATEST EVIL, SLADE. 


Lester C. Slade,. of Columbus, to- 
night in an address declared ‘“‘the 
self-selection of candidates ‘s the evil 
in the system which is most pernici- 
ously and peculiarly an evil in Geor- 
gia and other southern states.” 

The fact that “Georgia is suffer- 
ing from the disease of having bu+ 
one political party,” he continued, 
‘we all know.

Holding of a “bar primary” in 
which every practitioner wopld be

Brookhart said Friday 
He declared that a filibuster could be 
conducted for at least two or three 
weeks, and may be used. 

Postponement of action on the Me- 
Nary-Haugen bill has complicated the 
situation.

She says Bryce 
not only had no money to put into the 
show, but lacked persenal expenses 
“at least to the extent of $35 which 
petitioner advanced to him, along with 
the sum of $80 which he was to use 
in defraying expenses of the produc- 
tion.” Bryce did not so use the $80, 
she avers, and therefore owes her 
$115, for which she jrays judgment. 
The deficit of $770.22 arose by 
reason of the fact, says the petition, 
that “whereas an expense outlay of 
47 was undergone, admissions 
for four performances given May 21, 
22 and 23 (there being a matinee on 
the May 23 totaled only $83.25." ~ 
Miss Stewart prayed the court to 
order the play sold “to pay the in- 
debtedness of the Stewart-Bryce part- 
nership.” She is represented by At- 
torney Warthen Evans.

SUGGESTIONS. 
If one intends to make a serious

About perspiration then. This is 
a problem that grows more annoy- 
ing as the weather becomes warmer. 
Some perspire freely, some _ very 
odourously, unfortunately for them. 
Some people seem t» have naturally 
strong skins. I knew one awfully 
nice girl who used to come from a 
half hour’s swim in warm sea water, 
her skin still strongly gdorous of 
perspiration. That was the pores, 
active from her exercise, still throw- 
ing off matter that was deep in. the 
skin. 

In every case of bad or odorous 
perspiration, take a daily warm bath 
using plenty of soap, preferably cas- 
tile. It won’t relieve the condition 
at first, but it will in the end. More 
than this,. take an antiseptic bath. 
Buy boracic acid in powder form by 
the pound and add two generous ta- 
blespoons of it to your bath water.

CHANGING THE BALL. 

Occasions sometimes arise during 
the course of a round when a player 
wishes to make a change in the ball 
he is playing after driving from the 
tee. This is permissible urder cer- 
tain conditions. If the ball becomes 
damaged or unfit for pla?, the player 
has a right to change to another ball 
provided he informs his opponent or 
competitor of his intention to do so, 

This provision in the rulés marks 
one of the developments from the game 
as played by the early codes. Under 
those there was no changing of the 
ball played from the tee until the hole 
had been played. out. Incidentally, 
the wording of the rule at present is 
a bit archaic. It makes prvvision 
for what is to be done if the ball 
splits into sepzrate pieces. Who has 
seen one of the present day rubber 
cored balls split in two? 

Explanations. 

If a player, in making 2 stroke 
with an iron club, cuts a gash in 
the cover of the ball, is he en- 
titled to put a new ball in play? 

Yes, if he considers it unfit for 
play, and provided he informs 
his opponent or competitor. 

If a player finds a lump of mud 
or soft dirt sticking to his ball, 
ean he regard this as rendering 
it temporarily unfit for play, and 
make a change? 

No. Cases of this kind are 
specifically excepted in the rule.

“A small boy whose memory is of 
being awakened by his father’s talk- 
ing toa patient,down at the door; of 
catching sleepy 3 a. m. phrases: 
“Where is the pain? Eh? Well, all 
right, but you ought to have called 
me earlier. Peritonitis may have set 
in.” A small boy who was permitted 
to peep at anatomical charts ‘ and 
ponderous medical hooks in The Of- 
fice. Then his brother going off to 
medical school—gossip of classes, of a 
summer's internship of surgery versus 
general practice. And behind father 
and brother, a grandfather and un- 
cle who were also doctors. ’ 

“With such a background, the work 
and ideals of the doctors havesyebways 
been more familiar to me than any 
others, and when I began to write 
novels (I started my first one just 
20 years ago, and the first that ever 
was published 14 years ago) I thought 
of some day having a doctor hero.

D 
formerly assistant professor of ba 
teriologoy in the University. of Mich- 
gan, later a researcher in Rockefel- 
ler Institute, and a good bellicose 
scientific journalist as well.

about medical education § at each 
other as though they were bricks. We 
planned to go to dinner together— 
an early dinner and home at nine— 
certainly nine, at th elatest—lots of 
work to do. 

“At two next morning we were 
still shouting philosophy. 

“All the while I meditated. ‘Here's 
my next novel. now that I’ve read 
the proofs on ‘Babbitt.’ What pro- 
tagonist of fiction could be more in- 
teresting, more dramatic, and less 
hackneyrd than a doctor who. start- 
ing out as a competent general prac- 
titioner, emerges as a real scientist, 
despising ordinary success? |

BE HELD TOM 


Augusta, Ga,, May 30.—The funeral 
of Jacob Phinizy, 67, Augusta bank- 
er, capitalist and leading business 
man, who died early this morning at 
his country residence, Circular Court, 
near this city, will be conducted to- 
morrow afternoon at St. John Meth- 
odist Episcopal church. Bishop James 
FE. Dickey, a lifelong friend of Mr. 
Phinizy, will officiate. Interment will 
be at Summerville cemetery. 

About two years ago Mr. Phinizy 
fell and broke his hip and since 
that time his health has _ been 
on the decline, although he was 
able to attend to business from time 
to time, and until a shot time avo 
transacted business as usual in his 
office. 

Mr. Phinizy sat up in a chair on 
his front porch Thursday evening. All 
during his illness and up until his 
death his mental vigor kept up. He 
never, at any time lost interest in 
affairs of the day and of the happen- 
ings of the business world. The great 
energy that he displayed in the many 
enterprises he was interested in 1€e- 
mained with him until the last. 

He was born at Augusta in 1857. 
He was a son of Ferdinand Phinizy, 
who was born in Oglethorpe county 
in 1819, and Miss Harriet Bowdre, of 
Augusta. After graduating from the 
University of Georgia he returned to 
Augusta and entered the cotton firm 
of Phinizy & Co., composed of 
James Tobin and Stewart Phinésy, 
the latter being his brother. He had 
lived in Augusta 40-odd years. 

He was president of the four Gran- 
iteville, S. C., cotton mills, the Au- 
gusta factory and the Sibley Manu- 
facturing company. 

General advancement and _ better- 
ment of the community was the chief 
interest taken by Mr. Phinizy at all 
times. He served the city of Augusta 
in the capacity of mayor. His views 
were always conservative and logical 
on the ‘expenditure of money by the 
city and county governments.

ITALIAN ChAMBER 
IN FIST BATTLE 


Rome, May 30.—Reference by Si- 
gnor Giunta, nationalist deputy, to 
the socialists as “that gang” in the 
chamber today caused a genuine ex- 
change of fisticuffs between members 
of the right and left.
